COUNTY COUNCIL. 


The following is a synopsis of the proceed. 
ings of the County Council, relating: prin- 
cipally to North Hastings, taken from the 
Belleville dailies ;— 


The Council met at 104. m. on Tuesday, 
23rd ult., the Warden in the chair and all 
the members present. 

Among the communications was one from 
the County Council of Pe s 
posing « reduction in the number of repre- 
sentatives; also one from the County 
Council of Renfrew, notifying that « grant 
had been made for the opening of the beund- 
ry line between Bangor and Radeliffe, 
provided the Hastings Council grant a like 
sum. Mr. Ayleworth stated that the grant 
had been already made. : 

A report was presented from Hon. Mr. 
Flint as to expenditure of grant on road from 
Hastings RK to the school house at the 
Bartlett settlement. Alsons to work done 
in townships of Faraday and Herschel. 

Mr. Tuttle gave notice of a By-law for the 
separation of the township of Faraday from 
Dangannon, and ita erection into # separate 
municipality, and also presented a petition 
for the same object, signed by 26 persons. 

Mr. Kavanagh presented « counter petition 
signed by 83 persons, as well as by the Reeve 
and Council. Both were referred to Com- 
mittee on By-laws. 

The County Surveyor’s Report was read, 
detailing the work done and the costs in 
each case, 

The Council decided to visit Trenton in a 
body to inspect the new iron swing brid 
at that place, as it would he swung for t 
first time 6n the fullowing day. Conse- 
quently there was no session on Wednesday. 

+ THURSDAY. 

The report of the Gravel Roads Committee 
was presented, from which we make the fol- 
lowing extractions ;— Your Committee met 
on the 4th Sept. last to take into considera- 
tion the advisability of discontinuing the 
work on the Marmora and Madoc section un- 
til the appropriation on the other sections 
were expended, and after a fall consideration 
of the same and hearing « statement from 
Mr. Farnham that he could within the next 
month complete all the other sections with- 
ont removing the men and teams from the 
Marmora and Madoc road, the Committee re- 
solved to allow Mr. Farnham to continue the 
work under his then arrangements on the 
Marmora and Madoc section. 

Mr. Farnham stated that he had employed 
Peter Gunter, -_ to repair the roads in 
the Township of Tudor. 

That the amount expended on County 
gravel roads from the lst of January last to 
the Ist of June, as reported at the June 
seasion, was $3,614.63. 

That from the first of June last up to the 
lst November there was empeyiled on, ac- 
count of the County gravel roads th eum of 
$7,886.06, making « total of $11,500.69 and 
leaving « balance of $496.21 of the appro- 
priation unexpended on the Ist of the pre. - 
sent month. 

That the Gravel Road Superintendent in- 
formed the Committee that the ‘expenditure 
for the month of November under T. Farn- 
ham, jr. and J. Comerford will amount to 
the sum of $490.42, making the total expen- 
diture up to the present time $11,991, leav- 
ing $109 out of the $12,000 unexpended. 

Your Council recommend that the Super- 
intendent of Gravel Roads be authorized to 
provide and arrange for the delivery of the 
neu) quantity of gravel, during the coming 
winter months, where in the opinion of the 
Superintendent of Gravel Roads, « saving of 
expense can be effected in favor of the 
County, the same to be done by tender, 
contract or otherwise. 

Your Committee recommend that the 
Sunerintendent of Gravel Reads be author- 
ized to employ teams, ke., during the winter 
months in the neighborhood where the 
gravel is being banked, as far ae practicalle.”’

The mail service between this village and 


Cooper and Kimington is certainly not all 
that could be desired at the present time. 
We have just received a letter from a = 
nent resident calling attention to the incon 
venience of the present postal facilities to 
the people living in the neighborhood of 
Cooper and Rimington. What they want 
there is direct communication with Madoc, 
ixistead of Bridgewater, as in now afforded 
them. They transact all their business in 
Madoc, and the bulk of their correspondence 
is to this post office. A great saving in the 
distance travelled would also be made, it be- 
ing only nine miles between Madoc and 
Cooper by way of Rimington, while from 
Rimington to ae it is fourteen, a 
difference of ten each trip. Our corres-

Potatoes 
boiled in hard water are harder and whiter 
than those boiled in soft water, and more 
time is required for the process. In cooking 
dry v he says, we must allow one- 
fourth more time for hard ‘water. He had 
no doubt that soft water oe 
bread. He said that bread made with the 
same flour and the same yeast, and bythe 
same bakers, is much inferior made with 
hard water than when soft water is employ- 
ed. He made many experiments with tea, 
and decided that soft water drawa out the 
flavour of the tea more fully aod more rapid- 
ly than hard, so that for ** good eup ” one 
must take more tea when using hard water 
than when using soft.

Starchiog Made Baay. 


My washerwoman objects to making two 
kinds of starch, and prefers to starch all of 
undry starch. Find- 
ing that she used half a packaze of “silver 
gloss ” starch in the first washing, where she 
only hed two shirts and two skirts with a 
few collars, but three dark calico dresses, 
and several large aprons and- baby dresses 
and aprons, I proposed to her to make only 
flour starch and use that for the calicoes, 
ete,, and I would starch the white clothes, 
She is unwilling to do #0, becanse it takes so 
much time to make flour starch, or to rub 
oat the Jumps of flour to perfect amoothne«s. 
My sympathies are with her, and I yield the 
point, mentally, resolving to buy starch by 
the large, or wooden, boa, and to provide 
largo, ark gingham aprons for the children, 
and to give up calico dresses until spring, ro 
that the number of pieces will be diminish- 
ed, I never feel that I can stop to make 
flour starch when I do my own large wash. 
ings, and unless I oan get “the etarch made 
by another person, I make enough fine 
starch for all tne pieces that need stiffening, 
or omis sitogether to starch some of the-old- 
est every day clothes. To be sure the 
laundry starch costs « trifle more, bat dear 
me! Tim: is money, and health —— 
good temper and home happiness besides. 

I think it the best way to stir the aterch, 
sufficiently moistened, into the boili 
water, instead of the more common way ‘al 
pouring boiling water into the moistened 
starch ‘‘stirring briskly to prevent burn- 
ing.” I now make flour starch and 
laundry starch in this same way, There is 
less liability of barning and more certaint 
of having the whole equally and well boi 
To the fine starch, when boiled, I now add 
am little starch gelatine, as it makes the 
starch leas liable to stick. and eaner to take 
a gloss in ironing. There are other prepara- 
tions equally gro I presume, Bat the 
latest and simplest thing I have heard of, in 
the way of starch, is skimmed milk! 1 am 
assured by a friend that she hes often tried 
it when she had only a few calico pieces in 
her washing. Dip the article into sweet, 
well skimmed milk, aod it will dry as stiff 
(s little stiffer I should think) as common 
flour starch would make it. If there is 
cream in the milk it will grease it, of 
GoU ree.
